Judge J. Wilsen Parker issued the 
wzrrant charging kidnaping to Cook. 
Others charging iarceny will be issued 
later, it was said tonight. 

According to information’ given 
Judge Parker, the young woman 
joined Cook at l’yrone, a small sta- 
tion in Campbell county. 

Cook is reported to have taken be- 
tween $10,000 and $15,000 in cash 
with him when he left his home here 
ostensibly to goa to his farm in Fay- 
lle is reported to have 
to a plantation in Cherokee 
county instead. Just before he left, 
hea is said to have sold a quantity 
of cotton to cotton dealérs of Atlanta. 
_ The Campbell county bank went 
into the hands of a receiver when 
Cook and other directors took in too 
much paper, officers said. State bank- 
officials are now in charge of 
the affairs of the institution. 

The missing man was agent for 
the American Agriculiural and Chem- 
ical company and had large interests 
in this and neighboring counties. 

Cook is a member of one of the 
oldest and most prominent families 
in this section of the state. His hold- 
ings are valued at: more than $225,- 
O00.

Sun Was Fervid. 

But the sun was not slow to find 
that high entrance to the ‘crowded 
hall.

A 
wide torrid zone of direct. burning 
sunlight stripped the great hall from

despite the conventions and presently 
a woman delecate resorted to a Jap- 
anese parasol for protection. 

Johnston pounded away on his de- 
nunciation of secret intrigue and 
even the folks in the tropica] climate 
of sun-swept belt forgot their discom- 
fort. 

Finally he hurled at them directly 
the flat, unvarnished: repudiation of 
the Ku Klux Klan which Senator 
Underwood favors as a party platform 
plank and a roar of approbatiou shook 
the hall. 

Dive Out Into Aisles. 

It came chiefly from adherents of 
Governor Al Smith, of New York. 
They howled with glee and challenged 
anti-Smith delegations to join them. 

Not content with mere noise they 
plunged out into the aisles with the 
state standards swaying and bobbing 
aloft. And right there trouble started 
among some divided delegations. 

The Missouri group holds frone 
sents in this convention. The _ tall 
staff of the state standard rears un 
directly in front of the speakers 
bridge that centers the platform. A 
husky Missourian decorated with a 
Smith button grabbed the staff and 
sought to join the march. A group. ot 
McAdoo supporters in the delegation 
fought him back, one eray-haired 
woman clinging to it as it rocked in 
the struggle for possession. 

The McAdoo faction controlled and 
the staff held its place, a monstrous 
New York policeman finally inter- 
vening to see that it was undisturbed.

Chairman Walsh called former 
Senator James D. Phelan to the stand 
and the Californians took that for the 
signal to start a preliminary burst. 
Red starred and banded, “bear” flags 
of the “California republic,” now the 
state flag, leaped up among the Me- 
Adoo supporters and there was a con- 
siderable tumult and a lot of shouting 
before Phelan could begin his job 
Meanwhile, McAdoo captains were 
busy everywhere criculating flags and 
rainbow color silk handkerchiefs and 
all sorts of appliances to be used 
when their man actually was named. 

Phelan got going finally and pro- 
ceeded with an elaborate review of 
the character and qualifications of 
the former treasury secretary. There 
was continual commotion on the floor 
and preparations for the coming dem- 
onstration went forward, and Senator 
Walsh was twice foreed to interrupt 
the speaker and demand order. 

The nominating speech was long 
and there were signs of restlessness 
hefore it was finished. McAdoo hosts 
were plainly set to go and eager to 
start. 

Georgia Woman Stops Him. 

Finally, a feminine voice from the 
loyal McAdoo Georgia delegation 
called on the speaker to name bis 
man, saying “We know his record.” 

Phelan complied and as he shouted 
“William Gibbs McAdoo” at the bat- 
tery of microphones before him, a 
shrieking roar of sound went up that 
was not to die away completely or 
even to lessen materially for more 
than an hour. Flags swung up every- 
where, the bear flags, national flags, 
and ‘streamers, brilliant colored silk 
scarfs were tossed’ aloft and led by 
the California and Georgia legions 
and loyally supported by the leather- 
lunged and non-partisan bandsmen in 
their high crows’ nest, the McAdoo 
delegates surged out-into the milling 
parade of the aisles that marks such 
occasions in political conventions.

The band 
roared away at “California, Here J 
Come.” with the thudding clamor of

Down in the aisles the California 
delegation had shouldered a girl clad 
like Miss' Columbia afd waving 4 
California flag.

Behind 
her came a quartet of white robed 
women trying to make their silver 
trumpets heard in the din. Once in 
a while the sound of their music 
came faintly out of the general jum- 
ble of sound. 

A long white placard on tall poles 
was unfurled by two women of the 
California group. It carried the leg- 
end, “California for Wilson, 1916, 
for McAdoo, 1924,” and the women 
who carried it never faltered or let 
it down in all the hot, stifling hour

_ the other délegations, even the big 
New York group, were on their chairs 
by now watching the show. Present- 
ly, out of the general confusion of 
McAdoo noise emerged the sound. of a 
“Smith, Smith—Smith-Smith-Smith,” 
drum chant. Floor Leader Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, of the Smith campaign, 
confined by his crippled condition to 
his easy chair on the flank of the 
New Yorkers, sought to stop it and 
was told it had started in the galleries. 
It had only served to excite the Me- 
Adoo shouters, however. 

sater an anti-McAdoo wit with a 
megaphone roared out an “Oil, Oil, 
Oil will do,” version of the McAdoo 
drum chant loud enough to be heard 
once or twice, but otherwise the Mce- 
Adoo demonstration went unmolested. 

Colorado Suffers Again. 


At the ill-starred Colorado stand- 
ard, how given hasty first aid treat- 
ment by hall carpenters and fitted 
with a new handle, another rumpus 
broke out. 

Governor Sweet, of that state, 
state, sought to get it into action but 
was promptly stopped and the stand- 
ard again was wrecked by the charge 
of a half-dozen anti-McAdoo | folks 
from Colorado. 

Up in the Missouri line a ladies’ 
and gentlemen’s agreement not to 
parade the standard in any demon- 
stration held good, except for a few 
quickly checked waggles of the big 
placard. The agreement. did not run 
to noise, however, and half a dozen 
Missouri ladies, mounted on their 
chairs, continued to inform the con- 
vention, time after time, they. the 
“west and south, are for McAdoo.” and 
that the same regions didn’t get 
“seared when the east says boo.” 

Mrs: McAdoo Is Center. 

The demonstrators finally discoy- 
ered Mrs. McAdoo in a draped box 
at the back of the hall opposite the 
center of the stand. The girl in yel- 
law posted herself beside the box and 
the surging, swaying, sweating throng 
in the aisles made that a center of 
epecial noise on each round. Mrs. 
McAdoo accepted it smiling. standing 
in the box and still dressed in mourn- 
ing for her father, Woodrow Wilson. 

General Manager Rockwell, of the 
McAdoo battle lines, finally sought to 
anell the noise, getting to the stand 
and waving to the crowd below to 
silence. It gave him no attention 
whatever. A little later, however, 
hy agreement, a motion to recess was 
shouted into the din and eeconded 
and when Senator Walsh put the 
question the heroic size of the “aye” 
whihe carried it. while coming chiefly 
from the New York and other Smith 
gcronps. showed that evervbody was 
ready to quit.

KELLOGG. INSTRUCTED 
TO ATTEND YPARLEY. 

Washington, June 25.—Ambassa- 
dor Kellogg at Lendon was instructed 
today to attend the forthcoming pre- 
mniers’ conference to discuss execution 
of the Dawes’ plan. 

His appointmeit was announced in 
a white house statement, which said 
that Mr. Kellogz would attend the 
conference “for the purpose of: deal- 
ing with such matters as affect the 
interests of the United States and 
otherwise for purposes of informa- 
tion.” 

This action was determined upon 
after the state department had been 
advised by the ambassador that an 
invitation for the United States to 
participate had been handed the 
American embassy in London. The 
white house statement declared that 
it was “the «es:re of the adminis- 
tration that the Dawes’ plen should 
be put into effect as speedily as 
possible.” 

Colonel James A. Logan, who has 
been American ecbserver with tle 
reparation commission at Paris, wiil 
aiso go to Londen to ussist the ain- 
bassador at the conference. 


CHARLIE MURPHY 
IS SUCCEEDED 
BY RABBI WISE 


New York, June 25.—Rabbi Steph- 
en S. Wise has ‘been appointed to 
membership in the New York state 
democratic delegation, filling the va- 
cancy created by the death of Charles 
F. Murphy. celebrated Tammany 
chieftain. The announcement was 
made tonight from the residence of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, convention 
floor leader of the delegation. 

It was understood that Rabbi 


Wise was selected, in the first place, 
because he represented geographically 
the congested East Side district of 
New York city and, secondly, because 
of his noted ability as an orator. 

The delegation, as formerly made 
up, lacked ready and able floor speak- 
ers and it was felt by some that the 
Tammany chieftain’s vacancy made 
it possible for this situation to be 
overcome,

It was a denunciation of the klan 


by Forney Johnston, of Birmingham, 
in his speech nominating Senator Un- 
derwood, that threw the convention 
into its first open manifestation of 
disagreement. 

Throughout his pre-convention cam- 
Paign the. Alabama =-senator had 
waged unrelenting war on the klan 
and since he came to New ork, he has 
made public the anti-klan plank he 
would like to see in the platform. 

Mr. Johnston read the vigorous 
phrases of this plank to the conven- 
tion and its response was as prompt 
as it was dramatic, 

Lasted 20 Minutes, 

Sending up a shout that came as 
from a single throat, the delegations 
from several anti-klan states pomred 
into the aisles to begin a parade 
around the hall. Gathering momen- 
tum as. they went, they tore from the 
walls and railings clusters of Amer- 
ican flags to carry aloft in their 
militancy. and took up for their 
marching songs, “The Star Spangied 
Banner” and “My Country ‘Tis of 
Thee.” 

It was.~20 minutes before order 
could be restored. 

A number of states refused en 
masse to join in the demonstration, 
and in two or three delegations where 
sentiment was divided, there were 
tussles between delegates who sought 
to take the standards of their states 
into the parade, and those who sought 
to prevent it. 

McAdoo Stage Was Set. 

When quiet had been restored, Mr. 
Jobnston concluded bis speech, and 
former Governor Charles H. Brough, 
of Arkansas, presented the name of 
Senator Kobinson. He was applauded 
from many parts of the hall and the 
Arkansas Gelegation stood on _ its 
chairs and cheered, but there was no 
effort at a prolonged demonstration. 

The nominating speech for Mr. Mc- 
Adoo was made by former Senator 
James JD. Phelan. -f California. Long 
hefore he ftcok the platform the tma- 
chinery for a demonstration had been 
set up on ihe convention floor, and 
st the metition of rhe name of the 
farmer freasury secretary, it all cam? 
into action. 

A group of women trumpeters blew 
a clarion call from the midst of the 
California delegation; two men lifted 
to their shoulders a girl dressed in 
the national colors and bore her to 
the head of the fast-forming parade. 
A cheer leader took his place at the 
speaker's stand and scores of colored 
bandanas and California state flags 
presented to delegates and workers 
were brought into play as. the show 
got under way. 

No Growth of Strength. 

It was impossible to estimate Low 
many delegates took part in the iour’s 
demonstration. Among the marchers 
were many who wore no badges to 
identify them and a group of these 
gathered in front of the speaker's 
stand and kept whooping it up -or 
McAdoo after most of the delegates 
were back in their places. The band, 
too, and a group of McAdoo boosters 
stationed in the gallery, carried the 
demonstration along for a time, while 
most of the rest of the hall was 
quiet. 

There was nothing on the surface 
tonight to indicate that this or any 
other development of the day had 
affected the relative standing of the 
candidates. Both the McAdoo and 
Smith forces, each predicting victory, 
ne up their canvass for votes, while 


continued to smile complacently at the

New York, June 25.—When an el- 
derly party with a nude scalp and 
a series of chins leaps off his seat 
as though someone had set,fire to 
his pants, opens a mouth the'size of 
a manhole and yells “Wow!” and 
keeps on yelling “Wow!” for an hour 
and two minutes, you begin to wonder 
if there isn’t something in this po- 
litical game that doesn’t meet the 
apprentice eye. 

There is such a thing as being too 
skeptical about the other man’s 
sport. The time was when a man 
going down the street in bloomers 
with a golf bag on his shoulders was 
followed by a jeering rabble and a 
boy with a tennis racket was hailed 
with such insulting salutations as 
“Yoo hoo, sweetheart, give us a kiss.”’ 

Never this correspondent to swat 
a sport that he knows nothing about. 
Politics may turn out to be quite a 
racket and he may wish to run for 
something beside the 5:15. 

After several seasons of covering 
prize fights, boat races, horse races, 
tennis and golf tournaments and ball 
games, one comes to- the conclusion 
that there are two kjnds of cheers, 
the Bronx cheer, or raspberry, and 
the other kind. 

The Bronx cheer consists of “Boo! 
Boo! Throw the dirty bum out! Boo! 
Boo !” 

Examples of the other kind are the 
navy’s pithy adjuration which booms 
across the football field, “Fight like 
hell!” the defensive war cry of New 
Haven, “Hold ’em, Yale!” and the re- 
fined iteration of Cambridge, “Haw- 
vud! Haw-vud!” At the ringside this 
type of cheer is expressed in such 
forms as “Yow! Mandelbaum, give to 
him a smesh in the gezicht!” or 
“Knock his ear down, Patsy!” At 
the track in such forms as “Oh, 
Camembert! Come on, you oat-burn- 
ing old cow. Hike, you aromatic 
goat !” 

But at these occasions there is ac- 
tion to inspire enthusiasm. ‘The con- 


testants are in plain view. And, even 
so, the longest cheer that ever rolled 
up from a_ sport celebration would 
have been all through and on its way 
down the welkin at least 45 minutes 
before the excited party in Madison 
Square Garden had recomposed his 
quivering blubber, emitted his last ex- 
piring “Wow!” for William G. Me- 
Adoo and subsided into his chair. 
For an hour and two minutes the 
McAdoo people went howling around 
the floor of the old garden, where so 
many variations of the raspberry! 
cheer and the other kind have jiggled 
the steel girders since the day of 
John L. Sullivan. Al! because a man 


named Phelan had mentioned Me- 
Adoo’s name. Mr. Phelan’s face is 
covered with a peculiar sprout of 
bristles. It is impossible to state off- 
hand whether these are intended to 
be a beard or whether Mr. Phelan has 
merely neglected to shave for a few 
days. 

McAdoo wasn’t even there. That is 
the strange thing about political cheer- 
leaders, They can cheer a name. They 
can cheer a name as old as Andrew 
Jackson's. There is no telling what 
cheers they might raise for a name 
as old and ag belligerent as Alexan- 
der the Great. It was a _ peculiar 
cheer, not angry, not particularly 
joyous, but loud enough for any pur- 
pose. An old Smith man said they 
where cheering for jobs as postmas- 
ters, as clerks of the federal court 
and steamboat inspectors, at from 
$10,000 a year down. In Al Smith’s 
case they will be cheering for the 
drinks. But all political cheering 
seems to come under a new classifica- 
tion, different from the old familiar 
Bronx cheer and the other kind. 

Some impetuous connoisseurs of 
cheers might decide off-hand that these 
political cheers which go on and on 
long after all the impulsive joy has 
been spent on the heated air of the 
arena are not strictly on the level. 
But let’s be open-minded about it.

Superficially one would be tempted 
to say that this fight for control of 
the atmosphere goes against McAdoo. 
The implements for this sort of 
thing are mostly in the hands of the 
Smith forces; and yet the very bitter- 
ness of the efforts against McAdoo 
tend to create a sentiment’ in his 
favor. - 

By device after device the effort is 
made to undermine McAdoo; to show 
that he ought not to win; that he 
cunnot win; and that; even if ne 
should win the nomination he can- 
not be elected in the fall. Many of 
the delegates who are neutral and 
some of the leaders and observers who 
are neutral think the same thing. But 
the nature of the devices used to make 
ar anti*McAdoo atmosphere may at 
any moment cause a reaction in his 
favor. 

New York Against McAdoo. 

That New York is out to beat Me- 
Adoo there can be nv doubt. Also, 
ther@é can be no doubt that some of 
the methods used fully justify the 
indignation of McAdo and his friends, 
They even offend those whose posi- 
tion demands that they try to know 
no friends in politics. The leading 
democratie paper, the New York 
World, ia the most energetic agency 
in the anti-McAdoo campaign. The 
World is not only powerful as a pa- 
per. Some of its executives are pow- 
erful. as individuals in democratic cir- 
cles. It was the World and the 
ronnagers of it that had most to do 
with bringing the convention to New 
York and with arranging the conven- 
tion details, 

One day this week the Evening 
World had an article designed to 
stow that Governor Smith, of this 
state, would win. It included a col- 
umn of states and delegates héaded 
“pledged to Smith.” Included in this 
column were the states of North Car- 
olina with 15 delegates “pledged to 
Smith,” and Washington, with 12 
delegates out of its 14 “pledged to 
Smith.” Also North Dakota, with 
six. Probably no ten New York read- 
ere in ten thousand could know the 
crotesqueness of those figures. Not 
even the delegates could know, for the 
delegates from one state do not know 
about the delegates from another. 

While the absurdity of these fig: 
ures and these allegations will not be 
recognized by New Yorkers, it may 
be worth while to print them here 
for the not unworthy purpose of pro- 
viding a good laugh to Raleigh, N. C., 
to Fargo, S. D., and to Tacoma, 
Wash. 

Says Daniels Supporting Smith. 

Even more specifie than this, the 
Evening World on Mondey carried a 
two column headline reading, 
“Daniels to Join Smith,” unter which 
headline it was asserted that “Jose- 
phus Daniels, who has declared he is 
for McAdoo, will in all likelihood 
swing his vote to Smith.” 

Now, ordinarily, any person inti- 
mately familiar with politics would 
laugh at that assertion. Josephus 
Daniels’ state, North Carolina, is 
among the dryest of communities and 
the most strongly anti-Tammany. 
Josephus himself is one of the most 
zealous dry advocates in the country. 
It was, and is, laughable to imagine 
n delegate from North Carolina as 
prominent as Daniels helping a wet 
aml Tammsny candidate. 

But then, it occurred to some of 
us that Smith’s campaign manager 
is Franklin Roosevelt and that Fran!- 
lin Roosevelt was the assistant secre- 
tary of the navy when Daniels was 
secretary. That gave -just enough 
verisimilitude to cause some to think 
there might he something in it, ab- 
surd though it was on first slance. 

There was a certain amonnt of 
scurrying about and we found out. as 
we originally believed, that the story 
was absurd. But the ordinary read- 
er of the Evening World could not 
know it was absurd and so there was 
another contribution to an atmos- 
phere favorable to Smith and unfavor- 
able to McAdoo. 

Arouses Bitter Feeling. 


The campaign of the World to de- 
feat McAdoo did not excite so much 
feeling so long as it seemed to be 
directed at that purpose only. The 
campaign was pretty violent. but 't 
was thought the World was _ speak- 
ing in the interest of the party as a 
whole.

“It is of supreme importance to 
civilization and mankind that Amer- 
iean be placed and kept on the right 
side of the greatest moral question of 
all time, and therefore the democratic 
party renews its declaration of confi- 
dence in the ideal of world peace and 
in the League of Nations and the 
world court of justice as together con- 
stituting the supreme effort of the 
statesmanship and religions conviction 
of our time to organize the world 
for peace.” 

The Young plank follows: 

Text of Young’s Plank. 


“In fairness to ourselves and to 
the world, it is essential that the 
fcreign policy of the United States 
be consistent anc continuous, and 
that its decision be uninflueneed by 
partisan controversy on domestic is- 
uses. Next to eggressive unfairness, 
there is no greater promoter of mis- 
understanding or menace to, peace 
than weakness, vacillation or cow- 
urdly reserve ia dealing with other 
nations. The democratic party stands 
for a sound, ‘irm and definite for- 
eign policy, and the open, courageous 
anc official execution of such a 
policy. 

“The government of ‘the United 
States for the iast four years has 
bac no foreign policy, and, conse- 
quently, ‘it has delayed mueh_ the 
restoration of the politi@) and eco- 
romic agencies of the world. It has 
impaired our self-respect at home and 
injured our prestige abroad. 

“It has curtailed our foreign mar- 
kets and ruined our = agricultural 
prices, . 

“The efforts of the administration 
to find a foreign policy through un- 
instructed, unofficial observers and 
experts Is unworthy of a great nation 
and misleading as to our spirit and 
intent, Such advances as have been 
made toward a European settlement 
during the last four years have heen 
accomplished in spite of rather than 
with the aid of the government of the 
United. States. 

Favors Fullest Cooperation. 

“More specifically. the democratic 
party favors cooperation with or par- 
ticipation in such orpanizations, in- 
eluding the league of nations. as may 
be helpfully functioning in the social 
and econemie rehabilitation of the 
world, on such terms as will, on the 
one hand, protect the soverignty and 
independence of our government, and 
on the other, enable it to render its 
full service and receive its full bene- 
fit from the common and enlightened 
action of all the nations. 

“The democratic party specifically 
and irrevocably pledges itself to take 
the initiative through every agency 
at its disposal or through the cr2a- 
tion of new ones to outlaw war and 
to make peace the accepted policy of 
the nations. While we sympathize 
With the objects to be attained 
through a properly constituted world 
court, we are, nevertheless, unwilling 
to participate in the delusion that 
such a court, unsupported by other 
agencies, can, within several genera- 
tions at least, have any appreciah'e 
influence on the major controversies 
between nations,” 

Strong Dry Plank.

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New York, June 25.—The can- 
didacy of Senator Joseph T. Robin- 
son for the democratic presidential 
nomination was launched before the 
convention today by C. H. Brough, 
former governor of Arkansas, who 
eulogized his candidate “as a proven 
leader, who can unite all factions of 
our party, heal all party wounds, a 
20th century crusader for the im- 
mortal principles of democracy and 
Americanism,” 

The former 
said: 

“Arkansas—the gateway to the 
great progressive southwest, a state 
that has given to the nation and to 
our great party such distinguished 
leaders as Augustus’ H. Garland, the 


attorney general of the United States 
under the administration of the in- 
trepid Grover Cleveland; Judge U. 
M. Rose, president of the American 
Bar association, and one of our three 
representatives appointed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to The Hague tri- 
bunal, and James P. Clarke, for six 
years president pro tem of the Unit- 
ed States senate—offers to the na- 
tion today her most distinguished and 
brilliant son.

N MAL ROBBERY 


Tulsa, Okla., June 25.—Two women 
and three men, arrested in a raid on 
a house here today, are deing held 
by county authorities for investiga- 
tion in connection with the recent 
$2,000,000 mail robbery near Chicago.

Issue Attachments for Officers. 
Chicago, June 25.—Superior Judge 
William Lindsay today issued attach- 
ments for eight federal officers who 
hai failed to respond to summonses 
to appear before him in the inquiry 
into the action of state officials in 
turning over to federal authorities 
seven men and women held in con- 
nection with the $2,000,000 mail rob- 
bery on June 12. 

Federal. Judge Wilkerson, however, 
issued a temporary injunction _ re- 
straining Sheriff Hoffman and his 
deputies from arresting the federal 
deputy marshals and assistant dis- 
trict attorneys named.

Sanford as saying that three of her 
brothers were in the mail robbery and 
that one of them had been shot. She 
said her home was in Texas.

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the many old-time melodies that al-

While two-thirds of the states shot 
their standards into the wild, al- 
most riotous parade, Charles Brown, 
of the Georgia delegation, secretly 
held Georgia's standard’ riveted to 
the floor. Thousands of eyes turned 
upon Georgia as the home of the 
klan, but the standard remained as 
still as are the ramparts of the im- 
perial palace on North Peachtree 
street in Atlanta at midnight. 

' This demonstration followed short- 
iy after the speech of the permanent 
thairman, Senator Walsh, of Mon- 
tana, a McAdoo supporter and a 
Catholic. The demonstration was 
commented on significantly by lead- 
ing klan officials of Atlanta, who 
were in the convention hall during 
the spectacular session. 

Showed Klan Aims. 

The political vitality of the klan 
was never more pronounced than at 
this convention. The grand dragon of 
Georgia and other klan officials came 
up with the Georgia delegation on 
the steamer and have been in close 
touch with members of the delegation 
in New York, including the two mem- 
bers here of Georgia's now-famous 
“secret cabal.” 

Other imperial officers of the klan 
are in New York, but klan hostility 
imong the democratic hosts, except 
those from some sections of the south, 
shows the situation has become some- 
what muddled fer the klansmen and 
those who promised to protect the 
interests in this convention. In the 
meantime the resolutions committee 
is struggling wirh the klan issue. 
Cool heads among the old = party 
leeders do not fuily agree with Sena- 
tor Underwood in the extremity of 
this proposed plank, but that the 
party will go on record as fully re- 
affirming its time-honored position in 
upholding the ievels of the constitu 
tion, and in decrying racial and re- 
ligious intolerance is assured. [If 
the klan issue gets to the floor the 
Underwood plank, or one equally as 
strong, would actually pass. The 
issue, however, will be worked out 
along cool, constructive lines and not 
in any spirit of a punitive assault. 


To Bunch Klan Power. 


This will not ke due to the efforts 
of klan officiass here, or any one 
agreeing to “‘protect”’ them, however, 
but as a result of a satisfying com- 
promise between extremists on both 
sides. ‘This convention. will break 
tie backbone of the: Ku Klux Klan» 
as a secret, invisible political faétor. 

As to candidates, the third day of 
the convention will show as strong 
and as problematical deadlock as ever. 
Mr. McAdoo did not gain hy today’s 
evenis—not even by the apeech «f his 
nominating orator. Smith has no 
chance of the u'timate nemination., 
though his demonstration tomorre. 
will be spectacular and noisy. [n 
the meantime Davis is slipping, 
Ralston is gaining, and Glass, 
Meredith and Copeland are all gain- 
ing in the order named. ™ 


DEMONSTRATORS 
GET NO GEORGIA AID. 
BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Madison Square Garden, New York, 
June 25.—United News.)—TIwo roof- 
rising, colorful demonstrations, one 
of which provoked several physical 
encounters, marked the second swel- 
tering of the democratic national con- 
vention. 

One was a spontaneous outburst 
against the Ku Klux Klan. 

The other was an elaborately staged 
demonstration for McAdoo lasting one 
hour and two minutes. The klan 
outburst occurred while Senator Oscar 
Underwocu, of Alabama, an outrjznt 
opponent of the hooded order, was 
being placed in nomination. 

After Senator Walsh had made his 
speech and received a signal demon- 
stration, the convention swung into 
the business of placing candidates in 
nomination, 

Alabama was called first and For- 
ney Johnston, a small, unimpressive 
person, took the platform. Delegates 
sat indifferently through his speech 
until he attacked the Ku Klux Klan, 
mentioning it by name. 1 

Instantly the convention was in an 
uproar. Delegates who a moment be- 
fore had been fanning themselves into 
a summer midday doze jumped up. In 
another instant the convention was 
torn into two camps, the anti-klan 
forces yelling and marching around 
the hall, the other pro-klan group sit- 
ting down, determinedly refusing to 
participate in the demonstration.

“No bare reference to the constitu- 
tion or the bill of rights, actually 
mentioned in the klan oath, is ade- 
quate in this connection,” Mr. John- 
ston declared. “The bill of rights 
are limitations only upon the state 
and federal governments, and not upon 
private conspiracy. That is why the 
candidate of my people has insisted 
upon plain words. 

“The qutestion before this party is) 
wheter secre: organizations shall be 
siven powers imaune from the bill 
of rights and superior to those dele- 
gated te the elected representa‘ives 
of the people. 

“Above all, does the candidate we 
represent condemn the massed action 
of’ secret political orders in further-: 
ance of any objective, which is .plainly | 
contrary to the spirit of the constitu-| 
tion? 


Reads Anti-Klan Plank. 


“In order to express squarely his 
opinion on this grave question, I 
have, at his request, introduced a) 
resolution, reciting the established | 
position of our party on that precise | 
issue referring to the resolution o 
1856 and eoncluding with this resolv- 
ing clause:

“He believes that such ac- | 
tion intimidates public officials and 
encourages political or oath-bound 
pledges contrary to public policy.” | 

At another point Mr. Johnston said 
the outstanding characteristic of tke 
democratic party was that it stood for 
the protection of human rights by 
protecting public officials “against or- 
ganized oppression and intimidation.”

Charges that the companies also at- 
tempted perpetuation of the plan be- 
yond the life of any of their existing 
patents by providing for the pooling of 
after-acquired patents also were con- 
tained in the complaint which set 
forth that the defendants sought to 
restrain many of the licencees in the 
amount of gasoline they might pro- 
duce by fixing a limitation on produc- 
tion or by imposing a graduated scale 
of royalties which penalized proauc- 
tion over a certain amount and made 
this over-production unprofitable. 

The companies involved were direct- 
ly charged with seeking to restrain 
interstate and foreign trade by prro- 
hibiting the movement of large sup- 
plies of gasoline and other unpatented 
commodities and to secure to the 
Standard Oil company.of Indiana ‘‘a 
virtual monopoly of trade and com- 
merce in gasoline in the fifteen sta.es 
defined in the agreements as ‘Indiana 
company tervitory.’ ”
